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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments overcome part of the 1 1 2 
rejection, that is the negative limitation is clear. However it is still unclear about the removal step containing abrasives. To overcome the 
112 and prior art rejections, the claims could cite that the removal occurs without the use of abrasives. This is because abrasiveless CMP 
compositions read on the claimed invention. However if the claims made clear that abrasives are not used in the removal, then the prior 
art references that use CMP would not read on the instant invention. 

Applicant argues that the claim language "for a time and at a temperature sufficient to cause the composition to remove..." is 
distinguishing. However CMP compositions are also applied for a time and at at temperature sufficient to cause the composition to 
remove. Again, examiner considers the open "comprising" language to allow CMP to read on the instant invention. The more narrow 
language discussed above would overcome the rejections. 

As to the argument about open comprising language, solutions remove in both non-CMP methods and CMP methods. CMP methods 
have the additional mechanical component to removal. 
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
